Cyrua R. Vance, carrying word ofpoaalble 
Palestinian concessions, arrived in Israel 
today for what could be the climax of hte 
current Middle East peace mission. 
Vance faced close questioning by Prime 
Minister Mena hem Begin and other Israeli 
leaders on whether the United States 
remains committed not to negotiate with 
Yasir Arafat’s Palestinian 
Liberation 
Organization—PLO.

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan welcomed 
Vance at planeside upon his arrival from 
Saudi Arabia and said, “Whenever you 
accept our views, we will be in full 
agreement with you.” 


Dayan was speaking in a light vein, but 
his comment foreshadowed difficulties in 
Vance's talks here. 
At a news conference in Taif, Saudi 
Arabia, before flying here, Vance con­ 
firmed that he has had indirect contacts 
with the PLO through various Arab in­ 
termediaries. 
“We have had no direct contact with the 
PLO,” he said, adding: “We are informed 
by the various Arab parties as to the 
positions of the PLO and have been so in­ 
formed as we proceeded through my visit.” 
Vance has been in the Middle East for nine 
days. 
The PLO has so far refused to accept 


United Nations resolutions laying the 
groundwork for a peaceful settlement of the 
Arab+Israeli conflict, in part because these 
recognize Israel’s right to exist and speak of 
the Palestinian quest for a homeland only as 
a “refugee problem.” The PLO charter also 
calls for replacement of the Jewish state by 
a secular Palestine. 
In a “memorandum of agreement” 
between the United States and Israel in 
1975, former Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger pledged that Washington “will 
not recognize or negotiate with the PLO as 
long as the PLO does not recognize Israel’s 
right to exist and does not accept Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338.” 


Resolution 242 calls for Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied territories, resolution of the 
“refugee problem” and recognition of the 
right of every Mideast state to live in secure 
borders, and Resolution 338 set up the 
Geneva peace conference. 
Vance told reporters he had heard rumors 
that the PLO may be considering a change 
of position in regard to Resolution 242. 
“But," he said, “I have seen nothing 
concrete yet.” 
If the PLO accepted the resolution, 
adopted after the 1967 war, the United 
States would not insist that the PLO charter 
also be revised, Vance said. 
“If the PLO were to accept 242 they would 


be accepting the principle that they 
recognized the right of Israel to exist in a 
state of peace within secure and recognized 
boundaries,” 
he said. 
“That, in my 
judgment, would revoke the covenant. ” 
But in Israel, a high-ranking Israeli 
politician said a Palestinian willingness to 
recognize Israel’s right to exist would not 
change the Jewish state’s stand against 
negotiating with the PLO. 
Moshe Arens, a senior official of the

College students continue to regard big business with a 
jaundiced eye, if the results of a survey on one campus 
can be considered representative. 
». In a survey of more than 500 undergraduates at Kent 
► State University recently, large companies were ranked 
: lowest in trust by 50 per cent of the students, out of 14 
• institutions listed. 
The finding is fairly consistent with previous polls, 
■ says Edward C. Logelin, professor of business ad- 
; ministration, who has conducted six of them in the past 
two years. 
One of the major misconceptions about tag business 
still held by students concerns average corporate profits. 
While a 4 to 5 per cent profit is the average for most 
companies, 25 per cent of the students surveyed believed 
* that it was 6 to 10 per cent, and nearly one of every seven 
thought it was in excess of 50 per cent. 
But it is the lack of trust in big business that bothers 
Logelin the most, and one of the reasons for it, he 
suggests, may be due to the “remoteness” of students 
from large firms. “Students are not familiar with 
businesses; they are a mystery.” 
Public education programs by business, especially in 
false impressions, he says, it cannot be done by ad­ 
vertising or sloganeering, however, because half of the 
students surveyed at Kent didn’t place much trust in 
advertising, either. 
“Business has got to start a dialogue on the campus,” 
says Logelin. This approach is vital because an “an­ 
tibusiness attitude” has been entrenched on campuses 
for more than 50 years, and it has steadily increased 
because business had done little to counter it. 
An important target within the campus community 
should be the colleges of education. Their majors, who 
will teach the next generation of students, seem to have 
the worst misconceptions of all, says Logelin. 
Some companies are providing economics couses for 
high school teachers, but more needs to be done by 
business to increase public understanding of the free 
enterprise system, he says.

ALCOHOL COULD FILL 
FUELNEEDS 
By JACK ANDERSON 
and Let Whitten 
WASHINGTON- A grim 
President Carter told the 
American people on April 18 that 
they should brace for the 
equivalent of war to overcome 
the energy shortage. He called 
for smaller cars, better in­ 
sulation, simpler lifestyles. 
Last week, the Senate Energy 
Committee 
responded 
dramatically by outlawing 
automobiles that get Ism than 18 
miles per gallon, beginning with 
the 1980 models. 
Some energy experts have 
told us Americans may not have 
to change their way of life. It 
may not be necessary for them 
to junk their big cars, give up 
their weekend drives to the 
beach and move back into the 
city from the outlying com­ 
munities. 
Before the nation runs out of 
gas, say these experts, much of 
the fuel that is needed can be 
distilled from agricultural 
surpluses, 
timber 
waste, 
municipal garbage, wastepaper 
andcaol. 
These plentiful products can 
be converted into alcohol fuels, 
which can be blended into 
gasoline without even changing 
the en tinea. Infact, with slight 
modifications, 
automobile 
engines can e adjusted to run 
entirely on alcohol. 
Already, Brazil and Germany 
have made commitment! to 
start the switch to alcohol fuels. 
Brazil is seriously considering e 
plan to draw 75 per cent of its 
liquid fuel from alcohol by the 
year3000. 
Neither the idea nor the 
technology is new. European 
producers have sold alcohol 
blended with gasoline for 
decades. In the 1830s, Chrysler 
Motors modified some cars 
slightly to accommods te alcohol 
fuels and shipped them to oil- 
short New Zeland. 
International Harvester used 
to advertise to fee PMMpptnee 


that its motor trucks 
“ powered 
with 
engines 
especially designed 
to burn 
alcohol.” Today, many racecar 
drivers prefer alcohol fuels to 
gasoline. 
We have spent several weeks 
investigating the dramatic 
possibility that alcohol could end 
our immediate dependence upon 
overseas oil. Alcohol fuels don’t 
have to be pumped out of foreign 
fields but can be produced right 
here to the United States. This 
would stimulate the U.S. 
economy 
and 
reduce the 
massive flow of dollars to the oil 
potentates. 
For the amount it will cost to 
transport Middle East oil acrom 
the ocean end store it in our 
strategic 
reserves, 
experts 
insist, the government could 
build downs of alcohol fuel 
plants throughout the nation. 
These plants are for cheaper 
to construct than gasoline 
refineries. They can also utilize 
waste products, thus producing 
vital fusl and cleaning up 
America at the same time. 
Experts told us, for example, 
that most of the garbage and 
trash New York City now dumps 
into the ocean could be tran­ 
sformed into alcohol foekt. The 
beaafttto the beaches, wMch are 
now awash wife »pollution, 
would be worth the cost of fee 
project,

authority 
suggested. 
Speaking of pollution, the use 
of atochoi fuels would reduce the 
noxious exhaust fumes that now 
choke our cities. Comprehensive 
studies by Vokswagen, General 
Motors and even Exxon indicate 
that pure alcohol fuels cut down 
(frame tically on auto pollution. 
Yet the Carter administration, 
despite the high stakes involved, 
has felled to pay much attention 
to alcohol fuels. The 188 page 
National Energy Program 
devotes only a single sentence to 
the alcohol potential. 
The Energy Research and 
Development 
Administration 
has devoted a few defiers to 
alcohol fuel research.

EDUCATION ABOUT BUSINESS 
College students continue to regard big business with a 
jaundiced eye, if the results of a survey on one campus 
can be considered representative. 
In a survey of more than 500 undergraduates at Kent 
State University recently, large companies were ranked 
lowest in trust by 50 per cent of the students, out of 14 
institutions listed. 
The finding is fairly consistent with previous polls, 
says Edward C. Logelin, professor of business ad­ 
ministration, who has conducted six of them in the past 
two years 
One of the major misconceptions about big business 
still held by students concerns average corporate profits. 
While a 4 to 5 per cent profit is the average for most 
companies, 25 per cent of the students surveyed believed 
that it was 6 to 10 per cent, and nearly one of every seven 
thought it was in excess of 30 per cent. 
But it is the lack of trust in big business that bothers 
Logelin the most, and one of the reasons for it, he 
suggests, may be due to the ‘‘remoteness” of students 
from large firms. “Students are not familiar with 
businesses; they area mystery.” 
Public education programs by business, especially in 
false impressions, he says, 
it cannot be done by ad­ 
vertising or sloganeering, however, because half of the 
students surveyed at Kent didn’t place much trust in 
advertising, either. 
“Business has got to start a dialogue on the campus,” 
says Logelin. This approach is vital because an “an­ 
tibusiness attitude” has been entrenched on campuses 
for more than 50 years, and it has steadily increased 
because business had done little to counter it. 
An important target within the campus community 
should be the colleges of education. Their majors, who 
will teach the next generation of students, seem to have 
the worst misconceptions of all. says Logelin. 
Some companies are providing economics couses for 
high school teachers, but more needs to be done by 
business to increase public understanding of the free 
enterprise system, he says.

Some energy experts have

mum ties 
Before the nation runs out of 
gas. say these experts, much of 
the fuel that is needed can be 
distilled 
from 
agricultural 
surpluses, 
timber 
waste, 
mumcipal garbage, wastepaper 
and caoi 
These plentiful products can 
be converted into alcohol fuels, 
which 
can 
be blended into 
gasoline without even changing 
the entities Infact, with slight 
modifications, 
automobile 
engines can e adjusted to run 
entirely on alcohol 
Already. Brazil and Germany 
have made commitments to 
start the switch to alcohol fuels 
Brazil is seriously considering a 
plan to draw 75 per cent of its 
liquid fuel from alcohol by the 
year 2000 
Neither the 
idea nor the 
technology is new 
European 
producers have sold alcohol 
blended 
with gasoline 
for 
decades In the 1930s. Chrysler 
Motors 
modified some 
cars 
slightly to accommodate alcohol 
fuels and shipped them to oil- 
short New Zeland 
International Harvester used 
to advertise in the Philippines 


that its motor trucks were 
"powered 
with 
engines 
especially designed 
to bum 
alcohol.” Today, many racecar 
drivers prefer alcohol fuels to 
gasoline 
We have spent several weeks 
investigating 
the dramatic 
possibility that alcohol could end 
our immediate dependence upon 
overseas oil Alcohol iuels don’t 
have to be pumped out of foreign 
fields but can be produced right 
here in the United States This 
would 
stimulate 
the 
U S 
economy 
and 
reduce 
the 
massive flow of dollars to the oil 
potentates 
For the amount it will cost to 
transport Middle East oil across 
the ocean and store it in our 
strategic 
reserves, 
experts 
insist, the government could 
build dozens of alcohol fuel 
plants throughout the nation 
These plants are far cheaper 
to 
construct 
than 
gasoline 
refineries They can also utilize 
waste products, thus producing

Polanski could be im prisoned 
SANTA MONICA, Calif. (AP) — Movie director Roman Po­ 
lanski, who pleaded guilty to unlawful sexual intercourse with a 
is-year-old girl, could face up to 80 years in prison or com­ 
mitment to a state mental hospital and possible deportation from 
the United States. 
Superior Court Judge Laurence J. Rittanband, who accepted 


Polanski's plea Monday, appointed two psychiatrists to examine 
the director and report Sept. 19 on whether he is a mentally 
disordered sex offender. 
The dimunitive Polanski, 48, clad in a gray pinstripe suit, stood 


before the Judge and dedared, “ I ted sexual intercourse with a 
female persoo not my wife under itiHS» of 16.” 
Polanski, who won fame with such movies as “Rosemary’s 


Baby” and “Chinstown,” told the judge he understood he could 
receive a sentence of 1 to 80 years in state prison as a result of his 
plea. The judge, whs has discretion in passing sentence, oould 
suspend sentence and place Polanski on probation. 
Prosecutors said if Polanski is found to be mentally disordered, 


he could be committed. Polanski also mud talk to probation 
officers who will files report before his sentencing. 


Miming m aterial still disputed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A congressional staff investigator says 


one intelligence agency “believes there was a diversion” of 
nuclear material from a power plant, although officials from two 
agencies remain publicly confident that none of the missing 8,000 
pounds of weaponagrade material was stolen. 
The officials testified Monday before a House Commerce sub­ 
committee looking into the way the federal government 
safeguards nuclear materials at both government and private 
plants. 
“We are really confident that no radioactive materials have 


ever been gotten out ef thoee plants,” said Robert W. Fri, acting 
administrator of the Energy Research and Development 
Administration. But he added this was not “a 100 per cent cer­ 
tainty.” 
Fri and Lee V. (Seasick, executive operations director of the 


Nuclear Regulatory Commission, said processing problsms, 
biased measurements or bookkeeping errors may account for the 
inability to trate the missing weapons-grads plutonium and 
uranium. 
But after thf two officials testified, a subcommittee investi­ 
gator sate the congressmen earlier ted received testimony in­ 
dicating some of the nuclear material may have been stolen.

The exhibitor, Chris Michael 
Christ, 29, of Gibsonton, Fla., 
was charged with the illegal 
disposition of bodies and illegal 
possession of human remains.
